‘History Repeated 


NEE of the most intriguing 

themes on which Russia 
has harped during recent 
months is that the security 
of countries —_ unali 
elther with NATO or any 
Communiat alliance would 
bent be served by declaring 
their determination. 
observe strict “noutrality.” 
With this are — linked 
assurances that such neutral 
states can count on Soviet 
guarantees of non- 
aggression and non- 
intervention in Internal 
affairs, on Soviet friend- 
ship, and on profitable 
economic relations with the 
Soviet Unjon. 


The approach ts intriguing 
because it is a repctition, of 
Russinn policy rst ex- 
ploited 30 years ago, Then 
& series of non-aggression 
treaties wns concluded 
with mogt of Russia's neigh- 
bours.. The first. was with 
Turkey in 1925, Then 
followed like treaties with 
Germany, ‘Afghanistan, 
Lithuania, Finland, Latvia, 
Estonia and Poland. 


Significantly they were not 
purely non-aggression pacts, 
but all contained in slightly 
yoriant language mutual 

- assurances of the main- 
tenance of neutrality and 
undertakings not'ta partici- 
pate in military or political 
agreements directed against 

. the independence and terri- 
torial integrity of the other 
party. 


7 i is, quite apparent that the 
reason for this pattern of 
policy being so accurately 
reproduced ofter a lapse of 
80 years is that the clrcum- 
stances which determine 
Boviet policy. of -1956.-ara. 
similar to 
dictated policy in 1926. 

‘Thirty years ago the period 
‘of revolutionary expansion 
or attempted expansion had 
of necessity for the time 
being ended, Stalin. summed 
up the position when he 
then declared that the 
“revolutionary tide has 
begun to ebb, and a certain 
calm has set in... but it 
will give, way to a period 
of advance, and hence a 
certain period of ‘peaceful 
co-existence’ between the 
world of the bourgeoise and 
the world of the prolétariat,” 

It was the stabilising of the 
capitalist world ‘after the 
first world war" which 
decided the Soviet leaders to 
seck in 1925 to maintain 
a “certain period of peace- 
ful co-existence,” and the 
method chosen was that of 
neutrality treaties, 


OR a second time the tide 

has ebbed. The Soviet 
advance which came at the 
end of the second world 
“war has ended. The gains 
‘have been great, for not 
only has there been con- 
‘siderable annexation of terri-
